QUESTION: Please explain Hebrews 10:26.—Mrs. I. S. 


BACKSLIDERS are often cast into despair by 
a misunderstanding of this verse. It says, “For if we sin 
wilfully after that we have received the knowledge of the 
truth, there remaineth no more sacrifice for sins.” As is 
obvious from the title Hebrews, this was written to the 
Jews who had accepted Christ. Today it applies to all 
Christians who find themselves in the same position of 
these early Jewish Christians. The Jewish sacrifices suf- 
ficed for atonement until the dispensation of grace. An 
annual sacrifice for sins was made by the high priest for 
the sins of the Jewish people, and this sacrifice was ac- 
ceptable to God. Likewise, individual sin offerings were 
made, and they were acceptable to God. Many Jews were 
attracted by the gospel of Christ and became early fol- 
lowers of Him. Due to the persecution of the Christians, 
they eventually drifted back to the Jewish religion, rea- 
soning that if it once sufficed for their sins, it would 
continue to do so. 

The writer of Hebrews is here showing that whereas 
in time past there had been sacrifices for sins, these 
sacrifices were no longer valid or sufficient, because the 
people had heard the preaching of grace. No sacrifice 
that once brought forgiveness of sins could any longer do 
so. It was not meant, and does not mean, that a back- 
slider who has sinned wilfully can not renew himself to 
Christ—for any sin, whether it is wilful or unwilful, be- 
fore or after salvation, can be forgiven, except blasphemy 
against the Holy Ghost. 

Those who have received the knowledge of the truth 
could no longer find salvation in sacrifice for sins, but 
thereafter could find salvation only in Christ. Hebrews 
6:4-6 deals with this same truth. Satan often used these 
scriptures to discourage backsliders who desire to renew 
themselves unto the Lord. The scripture does not say 
that there remaineth no more forgiveness of sins, but 
no more sacrifice for sins. The death of Christ was the 
Great Sacrifice, and once the knowledge of this truth has 
been received, it becomes the only road to salvation. The 
many scriptural admonitions for backsliders to restore 
themselves unto the Lord—even after sinning wilfully— 
prove that such persons can be saved through faith in 
Christ, but not through any sin sacrifice of the Jewish 
religion.

The carpenters pull the saw and planes toward 
themselves to saw and plane the boards, while we push 
them from us to get the same results. When we motion 
for someone to come to us, we extend the palms of our 
hands upward and beckon with the forefinger. They turn 
their palms downward and beckon with all their fingers. 
And, as you continue to observe them, it goes on and on 
until there seems to be no end to it. To them it is a mani- 
festation of low breeding to get angry and upset, or, as 
we often say in America, to “blow the top.” I did not 
see an angry Japanese, in traffic, in conversation, or in 
trading at their small little stores, which seem to be 
numberless. They continue to bow and smile, even dur- 
ing the most trying circumstances. However, it could be 
that they feel the same way other people do but have 
learned the art of concealing their true feelings.

the least, it is very enlightening to see it in action. If 
they have any resentment toward the Americans for the 
terrible and disastrous defeat suffered by the military 
might of our Armed Forces, it is not shown in their ac- 
tions. “They are very friendly and courteous to us” is the 
statement of everyone with whom I discuss the situation. 

Everyone seems to be cold. Their houses are not built 
to withstand their cold, damp, and penetrating winters. 
As you see them on the streets or in their homes, most 
of them are sneezing or blowing their noses and acting 
like they are very uncomfortable. The only warmth in 
their homes and open-fronted stores is from earthen pots 
with charcoal burning in them, and they must be very 
close to feel the heat at all. 

Japan’s history is shrouded in heathen and idolatrous 
worship. For centuries they have worshiped Buddha. We 
went into one of their temples, and among the rooms we 
were shown was one dedicated to the idol god of medicine. 
We were informed, by one of the three young men who 
were showing us through the different rooms, that if an 
adherent of this religion would pray to the God of medi- 
cine, he would be healed of any disease. THANK GOD 
FOR THE BETTER WAY! We are healed by the Great 
Physician, Jesus Christ, the Son of the living God. Hal- 
lelujah! 

It is today a wide-open field for the Christian gospel, 
and the churches and ministers enjoy perfect freedom in 
all their activities. But the surface has hardly been 
scratched yet, despite some reports of international evan- 
gelists. The results have been very small when evaluated 
in the light of the multiplied millions yet groping in 
blindness toward an endless and irrevocable fate.

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HE TRULY SPIRITUAL man “discerns all things,” 

and because of that he lives for others. He not 

only discerns the will of God for his own life, but 
he sees the dangers that Satan has put in the way to de- 
stroy the people of God. So many self-styled spiritual 
people think only in terms of their own spirituality, and 
are totally oblivious to the spiritual state of the Church 
in general. Some are employed in the very questionable 
task of comparing everyone else’s spirituality with their 
own. People who discern spirituality in this fashion usual- 
ly develop an awful disease in their souls. It is called the 
“paralysis of analysis,” and is caused by people becoming 
so busy analyzing their brothers that they fall victim to 
a form of self-righteousness that paralyzes them spirit- 
ually and deafens them to the voice of God. There were 
apparently a number of these people in the Church of 
God in Corinth, for, had there not been, Paul would not 
have had to rebuke them and point out the true state of 
spirituality in that church. 

Paul discerned another threat to the spirituality of the 
Corinthians in the way that they observed the ordinance 
of the Lord’s Supper. This church that had once met 
around that table in great seriousness, recognizing the 
sacredness of the Communion, were now making a great 
feast out of it. This was, no doubt, caused by the Roman 
members who brought their ideas of religious festivity 
into the worship of the new body of Corinthian Chris- 
tians. Because of their background of heathenism, they 
could not visualize any religious observance being really 
complete unless it included a great feast. Paul saw that 
this emphasis on animal appetite was far from the lead- 
ings of the Holy Spirit, and he saw with it a fatal and 
subtle contempt for the Lord’s table. In truth, Satan had 
turned the sacred observance of the shed blood and bro- 
ken body of the Lord to a time of gluttony and intemper- 
ance. Soon the true purpose of the Communion service 
would be lost, and the Christians would be celebrating the 
feast of Juno, or some other Roman deity, in the guise of 
a Christian communion. This had gone so far already 
that the spiritual and physical health of the members of 
the Church of God at Corinth was being affected. It is 
striking that to-day, in world-wide Pentecost, there is an 
alarming similarity to this ancient Corinthian fault. 

I do not like to talk about the old days—you know those 
“g-0-0-0-0-d old days” that an irresponsible memory al- 
ways conjures and trumps up to a height of imagined 
spirituality that never really existed. I have always 
thought that Christians who spend their to-days dream- 
ing about the glory of their yesterdays, generally lose the 
vision for their to-morrows. On the other hand, however, 
many of us are old enough to call back the fervor of 
Pentecostal meetings of some years back. In planning 
those gatherings, the main objective was a time of spirit- 
ual feasting and perhaps almost physical fasting. Folk 
came and sat in the meetings while God’s blessings fell on 
everyone, and the hours passed as by magic. Now many 
Pentecostals would not think of the meeting going on 
from morning until evening without stopping for the 
“regular meals.” Folk who used to tarry in the prayer 
room in a rhapsody of spiritual glory and mutual edifi- 
cation now find it very difficult to come to the church 
function unless they have a bona fide guarantee that they 
will get their stomachs filled. The Lord’s Supper has few 
attendants, but the fowl supper has to be held in the 
community hall because the church is not large enough 
to hold the crowd. Remember when Pentecostal preach- 
ers used to flay the denominations that were in their de- 
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cline? Remember how they scorned the fact that the up- 
per room had been changed to the “supper room,” and the 
altar bench had been used to seat the gluttons at the 
feast? Are we following in the footsteps of those we 
used to ridicule? Are we bowing unthinkingly at the 
shrine of Juno or some other Roman deity? Is this griev- 
ous fault of old Corinth slowly sinking its talons into the 
heart of present-day Pentecost and making an orgy out 
of an intended worship service? I fear that in many cases 
it is. If the Pentecostal minister of to-day has to resort to 
the “stomach route” to get people into his church, in- 
stead of “the Way of the Cross,” then he should not talk 
about his spirituality. He is resorting to carnal, earthly 
means to get his crowd, instead of depending on the Holy 
Spirit to convince the world of sin, and of righteousness, 
and of judgment to come. If your church is made up of 
people who don’t come unless they can have a feast, you 
should start to fast and pray, first for your self and then 
for them. Bread and water is prison diet, and when Chris- 
tians become “bread and water” followers of Christ, it is 
indicative of the fact that they are in spiritual bondage— 
in the prison of carnality and intemperance. If you have 
led them there, God will hold you accountable for leading 
His people back into the prison house of death. The cure 
is not effected by smashing the banquet table, but rather 
by arranging mettings around the altar instead of around 
the feasting board. The man who is not at home at the 
prayer altar will never be able to break the power of the 
Roman deities who rule the banquet hall in the church 
basement. What are we going to do? Are we going to say, 
“It is just a harmless trend that no one can do anything 
about’? or are we going to invite the Holy Spirit into our 
meetings until his presence makes us forget feasting? 

In reviewing the Pentecostal perils in the Church of 
God in Corinth, we find not only the three that have been 
mentioned above—rationalism, immorality, and gluttony 
—but another that was more subtle than these. It is one 
of the most deadly enemies of Pentecost to-day, and es- 
pecially of late has this trend become evident. In the 
third chapter, the old apostle says, “I could not speak 
unto you as unto spiritual, but as unto carnal... for 
while one saith, I am of Paul; and another, I am of 
Apollos; are ye not carnal?” 


PAUL AND APOLLOS! Here were two great 
champions of the faith whom God had raised up to de- 
clare His gospel in the apostolic era. They were champions 
of truth and doctrine, and great signs followed their min- 
istry. They were the kind of men who inspired people to 
become followers not only of Christ, but of themselves as 
examples of the believer. Alas, however, there was an 
element in the Corinthian fellowship who had been be- 
lievers in Greek demagoguery. These folk believed that 
gods came down and took on the form of men, and that 
certain men, because of heroic deeds, had actually been 
translated into the society of the gods. These people had 
been converted and become members of the Church of 
God in Corinth, but the toxin of the old error was still in 
their spiritual veins. Here were two great men—Paul and 
Apollos. What was the matter with glorying in them? Did 
they not have a great ministry from God? Were the signs 
not following their minstry? Here were two fellows who 
were undoubtedly greater than the local pastor in Cor- 
inth. These were men who really knew God’s will, so these 
were the men whom some Corinthians decided to follow. 
What about the local pastor? He was just a substitute, 
just a novice compared to these two great men. Paul and 
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Apollos were soon discussed more than Jesus Christ, and 
this discussion was carried on by people who thought 
themselves to be very spiritual, no doubt. After all, they 
were sure of the men they followed—their leaders really 
had the signs following and were real preachers. No mis- 
taking it, these people were not going to be’ duped into 
following some obscure and drab personality who had to 
be content to minister to a single congregation. Their 
spiritual advisors were cosmopolitan in their sphere of 
influence—they were among the gods themselves. Yes, 
these two great men were the equal of Jesus Christ in the 
eyes of many of the Corinthian Christians. Imagine their 
surprise when they read Paul’s Epistle accusing them of 
carnality for this very thing: they who had thought this 
choice of leaders proved them to be more spiritual than 
the rest of the congregation! 

Now concerning the ministry that Paul and Apollos 
had, there is no doubt in any honest Bible scholar’s mind 
that these two men were among the very greatest of that 
time. They had a ministry from God that could not be 
disputed, even by the unbelievers. The error was not in 
the men, but in those carnal-minded people who brought 
their hero worship with them into the Church, and made 
Paul and Apollos their idols. 


To-DAY the Pentecostal world possesses 
some of the greatest Christian leaders of this generation. 
They are men who, undoubtedly, have a tremendous min- 
istry from God, and who are constantly testifying that 
people should not follow them, but rather follow the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Unfortunately, however, there are many 
Pentecostal Christians who spend much more time dis- 
cussing these men than they do in talking about Jesus. 
They spend more time reading religious magazines than 
they do in reading the Bible: not that there is anything 
particularly wrong with the magazines, but generally the 
magazines are “thus saith man,” while the Bible is “thus 
saith the Lord.” Once they have heard one of these great 
men of God preach, and have seen the mighty signs fol- 
lowing his ministry, they are loath to listen to the pastor 
any more. They imagine this preference to be a proof of 
their deep spirituality, and an evident demonstration of 
their great spiritual discernment and discriminating taste 
in things religious. Some of them boast that they used to 
listen to these “little preachers,” but now—now they see 
the light, since they heard Brother So and So preach. 
They no longer are hindered in their spiritual growth by 
tedious things like Sunday School work, etc. They enjoy a 
new kind of religious life and expression. Instead of 
spending money to drive back and forth to church several 
times through the week, they go across the country once 
or twice a month to hear their idol preach, and on Sun- 
day they listen to his radio program and spend the rest 
of the day in other pursuits. They imagine that this is 
proof of spirituality. But, instead, the Bible calls it un- 
varnished carnality. Their idol may be a great Christian 
minister, but they are at fault in making him take the 
place of Jesus in their religious life. 

Many have gone so far in this idolatry that they have 
divorced themselves from any Christian responsibility in 
their local community whatsoever. Some preachers, too, 
have become victims of this modern version of Greek 
demagoguery. They have left their pastorates and built 
up a ministry that is a masterpiece of imitation and 
plagiarism, which they have no call from God to do. Often 
these fellows are promolgators of false doctrine, arid. in

up in everlasting life.” 

1 Corinthians 10:4, “And did all drink the same spirit- 
ual drink: for they drank of that spiritual Rock that fol- 
lowed them: and that Rock was Christ.” 


HE BACKGROUND of our text tells us of Jesus’ 

j leaving Judea and departing into Galilee. He must 

go through Samaria. Then cometh He to a city 

called Sychar. It was here that Jacob had bought a parcel 

of land, dug a well on it, and given it to the people of 

the city. Jesus, being weary, sat down to rest, while His 

disciples went into the city to buy meat. A woman of Sa- 

maria came to draw water. Jesus said unto her, “Give me 

to drink.” In this conversation the greatest subject in all 
the Bible was discussed. 

Then saith the woman of Samaria unto Him, “How is it 
that thou, being a Jew, askest drink of me, which am a 
woman of Samaria, for the Jews have no dealings with 
the Samaritans?” John 4:10. Jesus answered her, “If thou 
knewest the gift of God, and who it is that saith to thee, 
Give me to drink, thou wouldest have asked of him, and 
he would have given thee living water.” 

In verse 11, the woman said, “Sir, thou hast nothing to 
draw with, and the well is deep.” 

Here in West Virginia we have recently gone through a 
five months’ draught, when many of the people had to 
dig new wells. In this state there are two water veins, one 
of which is a shallow vein, from 35 to 40 feet in depth. 
If you were to stop here after someone has drawn a few 
gallons of water, you might find the well dry. This may 
be done by little effort, but to get a substantial stream 
you must drill on to 85 to 100 feet, thus going through a 
rock approximately 10 to 15 feet in depth. Here you will 
strike a stream of water which cannot easily be drawn 
dry. 

The woman pointed with pride. It was our father Jacob 
who dug this well. He went all the way through that rock. 
Jesus said unto her, “If you drink this water, you will 
thirst again, but whosoever drinketh of the water that I 
will give him shall be in him a well of water springing 
up into everlasting life.” Notice Jesus’ comparing the na- 
tural with the spiritual. Jesus pointed out the woman that 
He was the Rock from whom all blessings flow.

ZECHARIAH 13:1, “In that day there shall 
be a fountain opened to the house of David and to the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem for sin and for uncleanness.” 
And he began to say unto them, “This day is this scrip- 
ture fulfilled in your ears.” 

1 Corinthians 10:4, “And did all drink the same spirit- 
ual drink: for they drank of that spiritual Rock that fol- 
lowed them: and that rock was Christ.” 

Numbers 20:7-11. The people chode with Moses and 
Aaron because there was no water for the congregation. 
Moses called the people together before the rock and 
smote the rock, from which water came abundantly, and 
the congregation drank to their fill. Over and over again 
the love of God was extended to the Israelites. 

Zechariah 14:4, “And his feet shall stand in that day 
upon the Mount of Olives which is before Jerusalem on 
the east, and the Mount of Olives shall cleave in the midst 
thereof toward the east and toward the west, and there 
shall be a very great valley; and half of the mountain 
shall remove toward the south.” This great fountain of 
life extends from Christ’s first appearance until the thou- 
sand-year reign, when all Christians shall hear Him say, 
“Then shall the King say unto them on his right hand, 
Come, ye blessed of my Father; inherit the kingdom pre- 
pared for you from the foundation of the world.” 

Ezekiel 47:1, “Afterward he brought me again unto the 
door of the house; and, behold, waters issued out from 
ander the threshold of the house eastward: for the fore- 
front of the house stood toward the east, and the waters 
came down from under from the right side of the house, 


at the south side of the altar.” Ezekiel saw this great _ 


sight; he saw living water flowing out from under the 
threshold. In other words, when Jesus put His foot on 
Mount Olive, the crevices of those rocks opened up, and 
there came forth living water, such an abundant supply 
that Ezekiel called it a river in which a man could swim. 
Now everything that this water touched it healed, 
cleansed from all impurity. 

John called this a river of life. Revelation 22:1, 2, “And 
he shewed me a pure river of water of life, clear as crys- 
tal, proceeding out of the throne of God and of the Lamb. 
In the midst of the street of it, and on either side of the 
river, was there the tree of life, which bare twelve man- 
ner of fruits, and yielded her fruit every month: and 
the leaves of the tree were for the healing of the nations.” 

Revelation 7:17, “For the Lamb that is in the midst of 
the throne shall feed them (with the fruit from the tree 
of life) and wipe all tears from their eyes.” 

There is no place in God’s great plan of salvation for 
a lukewarm Christian. There is no such thing as a shal- 
low experience. You must go down until you strike the 
rock, thus bringing forth an abundant supply: Therefore 
with joy shall we draw water out of the wells of salva-

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WISH TO CALL to your attention one of the great- 
est subjects of all time. I am using for my authority 
the words of one of the best Christians of all ages. 

This text comes from the blessed old Book at Galatians 
6:14, the conclusion of the letter from the apostle Paul to 
the Church at Galatia. 

In studying this book, we find that after Paul had 
preached the gospel to them, and they had accepted the 
religion of our Lord Jesus Christ, the legalizing missionar- 
ies from Palestine had undertaken to lead the Galatians 
back to the old Jewish customs. 

Galatians 1:3-9, “Grace be to you and peace from God 
the Father, and from our Lord Jesus Christ. Who gave 
himself for our sins, that he might deliver us from this 
present evil world, according to the will of God and our 
Father: to whom be glory for ever and ever. Amen. I 
marvel that ye are so soon removed from him that called 
you into the grace of Christ unto another gospel: which is 
not another; but there be some that trouble you, and 
would pervert the gospel of Christ. But though we, or an 
angel from heaven, preach any other gospel unto you 
than which we have preached unto you, let him be ac- 
cursed. As we said before, so say I now again, if any man 
preach any other gospel unto you than that ye have re- 
ceived, let him be accursed.” 

Galatians 3:1, “O foolish Galatians, who hath be- 
witched you, that ye should not obey the truth, before 
whose eyes Jesus Christ hath been evidently set forth, 
crucified among you?” 

Now at the close of this wonderful letter he says in an- 
swer to those who would ask Christians to forsake the 
grace of Jesus Christ and go back to the law so as to evade 
persecution and trials, “But God forbid that I should glo- 
ry, save in the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ, by whom 
the world is crucified unto me, and I unto the world,” 
Galatians 6:14.

He had come in contact with 
the Christ of Calvary. While on his way to Damascus to 
arrest the humble followers of the meek and lowly Naza- 
rene, Jesus introduced Himself. From there on “he bore in 
his body the marks of the Lord Jesus.”

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ee How Washington Prayed

} HE WASHINGTON HOME was a 
religious home. The father and moth- 
er of George Washington were members of 
the Church of England, almost the only de- 
nomination of Christians at that time in Vir- 
ginia. Everybody in that region went to 
church whenever there was service. In child- 
hood, George formed the habit of regular at- 
tendance at church and of participating in the 
worship. He received from his parents daily 
instruction in the Bible and the Prayer Book. 
When Washington was twenty-one years of 
age—1753—he was commissioned by the gov- 
ernor of Virginia to carry dispatches to the 
French commander in western Pennsylvania, 
near the present site of Pittsburgh. He called 
to see his mother and explained the nature of 
his mission. As he was leaving, his mother re- 
peated what she had said to him before, “My 
son, neglect not the duty of secret prayer.” 
Never did a mother give better advice to her 
son, and never did a son more conscientiously 
follow it. It seems to have been his uniform 
practice throughout his whole life. 


W asHINGTON was a lay leader of 
the Episcopal Church in the French and Indian 
War. While occupying Fort Necessity, dur- 
ing the encampment at Great Meadows in 
1754, it was his practice to have the troops as- 
sembled for public worship, and it was his cus- 
tom to have prayers in the camp. 

Colonel B. Temple, who was one of his aids 
in the French and Indian War, said that he 
had “frequently known Washington, on the 
Sabbath, to read the Scriptures and pray with 
his regiment, in the absence of the chaplain.” 

September 1, 1774, Washington left home 
for Philadelphia as a member from Virginia

of the First Continental Congress about to 
meet in that city. It met on the fifth. The 
first two days were spent in organizing and 
arranging preliminaries, when it was proposed 
that the sessions should be opened with prayer. 

John Adams, in a letter to his wife on the 
day following, thus describes the scene: 

““Washington was kneeling, and Henry, and 
Randolph, and Rutledge, and Lee, and Jay, 
and by their sides there stood, bowed in rev- 
erence, the Puritan patriots of New England.” 

A gentleman asked Mr. Secretary Thomp- 
son how he should be able to know Washing- 
ton. Mr. Thompson replied: “You can easily 
distinguish him when Congress goes to prayer. 
Mr. Washington is the gentleman who always 
kneels during prayer.” 

Washington was in the habit of asking di- 
vine blessing at his table. On one occasion, 
from the force of habit, he performed this 
duty when a clergyman was present—an in- 
stance of indecorum quite unusual with him. 
Being told of the incivility, after the minister’s 
departure he expressed his regret at the over- 
sight, but added, “The reverend gentleman 
will at least be assured that we are not en- 
tirely graceless at Mount Vernon.” 

Probably few Chrisians have been more at- 
tentive to their private devotions at all times 
in all circumstances. No matter how urgent 
the business which engaged his attention, he 
never forgot his daily dependence upon God 
and that His favor must be sought in earnest 
prayer. 

George Washington Parke Curtis says that 
it was Washington’s custom at Mount Vernon, 
after attending church in the morning, to read 
a sermon or some portion of the Bible to Mrs. 
Washington in the afternoon.

their private and devotional lives they are spiritual pyg- 
mies. They do not have the background, the education, 
nor the call to such a cosmopolitan ministry, and, as a 
result, they are wreaking havoc in the ranks of Pente- 
cost, and their malign influence will leave a dastardly 
mark on Pentecostal revivalism for the next decade, if 
Jesus tarries. They have taken up this ministry of the 
make-believe because the ministry to them was consid- 
ered an avenue to ease, popularity, and social pre-emi- 
nence. Consequently, their meetings profess great and 
mighty signs, but no real evidence of factual healings of 
organic disorders. No cancers drop out; no tubercular 
lungs are healed; no broken limbs are cured. Instead, a 
host of so-called internal disorders and imagined demon- 
possessions are cured. They profess to bring deliverance 
to people suffering from a dozen different kinds of devil- 
oppressions. They resort to a type of religious psychiatry 
and auto-suggestion that brings deeper delusion on the 
deluded, and injects the cobra venom of hero worship into 
the hearts of people who ought to be adoring the Saviour. 
They are awry on their doctrines, but when some of the 
gullible see the apparent miracles, they swallow every 
unscriptural statement as though it were the voice of the 
Almighty. They forget that while Peter of old had so 
much power from God that his shadow healed people, 
still it became necessary for the apostle Paul to correct 
him on his doctrine and his behavior at Antioch. If even 
the genuine ministry of the miraculous can be guilty of 
some degree of doctrinal unsoundness, then what about 
these shameless imitators who turn the ministry of the 
miraculous into a grand financial enterprise and a self- 
glorying circus? 


IF THE TRULY SPIRITUAL man is one who 
“discerns all things,” then let us discern this bold demon 
of demagoguery that is trying to wreck the congrega- 
tional life of Pentecost to-day. Mass evangelism can do 
great good if it is conducted decently and in order. There 
is ample proof of this in our day, and in every age of 
Christian expansion. However, let us, as individual mem- 
bers of the body of Christ, keep our eyes on our Exhalt- 
ed Head, instead of some of His more spectacular serv- 
ants. Let us bear in mind that the New Testament is 
written to the individual believer on the congregational 
level. When it counsels us to obey those who have the 
rule over us in the Lord, it does not refer to some spec- 
tacular preacher—pseudo or genuine. It refers to our own 
pastors who are the shepherds of God’s appointment. 
They in turn must lead their flock in the paths of faith, 
so that all the ministries and blessings promised to the 
believer are experienced in the local assembly. The pas- 
tor, if he follows New Testament counsel, will lead his 
flock in a fellowship of believers who speak the same 
thing and have a common faith. He will not teach them a 
spirit of congregation independence, but rather will in- 
still within their hearts a realization of their need of fel- 
lowship with people who are sound in faith and doctrine, 
and who have the signs following them. Peace and order, 
confidence and love are the components of true spiritual 


worship.

BIBLE TO BE TAUGHT IN 
EGYPTIAN SCHOOLS 

CAIRO, Egypt (EP) Bible lessons 
and Christian ethics will be intro- 
duced soon in the government-run 
schools of Moslem, Egypt, and the 
courses given by regular government- 
paid instructors. In the past, only Is- 
lam has been taught in the govern- 
ment schools. Under the new policy, 
all Christian students will receive 
Christian instruction during the same 
period when Moslem pupils are study- 
ing their own religion. Textbooks for 
the Christian classes are to be pub- 
lished by the government press, which 
already has printed an outline of the 
curriculum. 


GOSPEL MAKES “KITTEN” 
OUT OF “WILD TIGER” 

ICHIKAWA, Japan (EP) Jess Pedi- 
go, former prisoner of war of the Jap- 
anese in World War II, believes in the 
golden rule. Though not ministering 
to P.O.W.’s, he is carrying on an ag- 
gressive ministry to the many over- 
crowded penal institutions as an As- 
semblies of God missionary in Japan. 
Through his efforts, many prisons are 
opening up to this gospel opportunity, 
especially when the results work out 
as in this case. A condemned murder- 
er, known to the inmates as “Wild 
Tiger,” heard Pedigo preach and was 
soundly converted. Not being content 
just to study the free correspondence 
course, the “Tiger” started spreading 
the gospel to the others. Soon many 
other inmates inquired; the warden 
held his breath, and Pedigo prayed. 
The latest report is that the warden 
has invited Pedigo to go into other 
prisons and “make kittens out of oth- 
er wild tigers.” This condemned mur- 
derer is currently corresponding with 
120 other inmates and friends, giving 
his testimony. 


DEFENDS PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 
RAPS CHURCHES, IN 
DELINQUENCY STUDY 

NEW YORK (EP) A large majority 
of “public school children” who get 
into trouble with the law are chronic 
hooky-players, a recently published 
survey of the National Education As- 
sociation (NEA) reveals. Far from be- 
ing products of the “godless public 
school system” so often berated by 
sectarian educators, juvenile delin- 
quents come largely from the ranks of 
truants. Nor is it clear that church 
affiliation and training provide any 
perfect antidote to criminal tenden- 
cies—witness the statement of Father 
George B. Ford, Roman Catholic 
-chaplain at Columbia University, that 
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during “the first four months of 1943, 
64 per cent of the juvenile delinquents 
in Children’s Court (New York City) 
were Catholic (in a city where Roman 
Catholics are one-fifth of the popu- 
lation). This means the Catholic 
Church has something to be greatly 
concerned about.” 

Results of the NEA survey have been 
published in a 32-page Research Bul- 
letin entitled Schools Help Prevent De- 
linquency and were summarized in a 
press release of November 5. 

“The gun-toting, hot-rodding, van- 
dalism-bent juvenile delinquent who 
costs society up to $2,500 a year could 
be helped to change his ways if he 
would stay in school—but he does 
not,” declares the release. 

“Truancy runs high among delin- 
quents. . . One researcher found that 
95 per cent of the delinquents yah 
hooky, whereas only 11 per cent of the 
nondelinquents skipped school. Anoth- 
er study revealed that only two out of 
100 potential delinquents got into 
court records while they were attend- 
ing public schools. 

“Despite compulsory attendance 
laws ... some 15 per cent of the chil- 
dren in the critical 14-17 age bracket 
were not ever enrolled in school at all 
last year. 

“... Schools and teachers, accord- 
ing to the report, try to identify early 
the problems of troubled youngsters. 
This effort is in line, says the NEA, 
with the public school’s ‘constant ef- 
fort to foster good adjustment in all 
children.’ ... 

“Some schools have tackled the 
problem by inaugurating smaller 
classes in which the problem child can 
taste some measure of success each 
school day; others provide counselling 
for parents or some free time during 
school hours for the child to pursue 
special interests. Gary, Indiana, 
which serves 23,000 children, incorpor- 
ated some of these features in a spe- 
cial program and was able to reduce 
court referrals for truancy from 350 
cases per year to none.” 


RELIGIOUS BOOKS’ SALES 
SKYROCKETING 

LOS ANGELES, California (EP) — 
An editorial in the Los Angeles Exam- 
iner points to the fact that American 
book publishers declare themselves 
more delighted than puzzled by a 
phenomenon that has upset some for- 
mulas hitherto believed dependable in 
their business: Sales of religious books 
are Snes “There’s never been 
any period any time,” says one, “when 
the interest in such books even ap- 
proached what it is now.” “It’s no 
longer confined to conventionally re- 


ligious people,” says another. “People 
of all sorts are desperately searching 


for something to cling to. Not sac- 
charine piety, but something they can 
get their teeth into—that changes 
them.” 

What has hit the book business, of 
course, is something that has never 
weakened or disappeared in American 
life—a deep and instinctive yearning 
for closeness with the Creator, a per- 
perpetual quest for understanding 
and faith that no temporary frivolity 
ever halts. It just happened to be the 
book business’ turn to feel it, and the 
publishers’ opportunity to stimulate 
and fulfill the need. 

The movement to study religion fol- 
lows the vastly increased church at- 
tendance that has marked the past 
decade, and just as meaningful and 
important, the private questioning by 
those who have no formal affiliation. 
Books or no books, we can be sure that 
faith in God, the source of America’s 
existence and the guarantee of Ameri- 
ca’s freedom, is still the mainspring of 
our country’s strength. 


1,500 BANDED IN LOS ANGELES 
RATPACKS 

LOS ANGELES, California (EP) — 
Seeking to curb the menacing increase 
of vicious ratpack murder and terror- 
ism, detectives publicly branded 51 
“hoodlum ratpack street gangs” in 
city and county areas. Estimating that 
nearly 1,500 young hoodlums are or- 
ganized in these “mobs,” officers stat- 
ed they are subdivided into three age 
groups. 

They explained that the 13-to-15- 
year bracket are known as “Cherries.” 
“Midgets” or “Chicks” are those from 
15 to 18, and those above 18 are re- 
ferred to as “Veterans.” Many of the 
“Veterans” are husbands and fathers 
whose sons are now, with full peo 
permission, “Cherries” or “Midgets” in 
the same gang. 

Officers explained that whereas age 
is the sole requisite to graduate from 
“Midget” to “Veteran” rank, these 
teen-age mobsters require strict “loy- 
alty test” for entrance into the “Mid- 
gets.” This “test,” detectives said, us- 
ually includes exploits with “Veteran” 
women c members, but always de- 
mands a felony law violation such as 
burglary or car theft. Distinctive tat- 
tooing on the hands or fingers is gen- 
erally acclaimed the mark of a solid 
member. 

Recently, a 12-year-old boy told Dis- 
trict Attorney’s investigators that he 
tattooed himself “with India ink and 
a sharp pin” when he was 7 years old. 
Distinctive jackets and boots equipped 
with metal heel and sole plates are al- 
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so standard equipment. 

Deadly weapons ranging from rifles, 
pistols, and knives to coil springs 
knotted in socks and baseball bats cut 
to fit the using age group, are the rule 
rather than the exception, officers 
said. Homemade brass_ knuckles, 
trench knives, bayonets, and spike- 
studded clubs have been booked as evi- 
dence in arrests of these juvenile 
gangsters, many of whom smoke mar- 
ijuana, and most of whom brazenly 
boast of “getting high on whisky, 
wine, and beer.” 

Police have compiled a list of the 
various gangs and the estimated num- 
ber of youths in each gang. This was 
printed recently in a Los Angeles 
newspaper. Some of the known city 
gangs and estimated membership are: 
The Big First Street Gang, 35 mem- 
bers; Big Hazard Street, 100; Bishop 
Road, 35; Clover Street Mob, 100; Cy- 
press Park, 35; Diamond Street, 20; 
El Sereno, 75; Evergreen Street, 20; 
Flats Gang, 50; First Street Flats 
Gang, 45; Mission Road Raiders, 20; 
Happy Valley Mob, 60; Honey Grip- 
pers, 60; El Hoyo, 35; Hunter Street 
Gang, 40 


RUSSIA HAS NEW ROCKET- 
POWERED PLANE 

LONDON, England (EP)—According 
to an INS dispatch, Russia has suc- 
cessfully developed a small rocket- 
propelled fighter to defend targets 
within the Soviet Union from attack. 
The authoritative “Jane’s All the 
World’s Aircraft” reported the Rus- 
sians have also built a twin-jet high- 
speed tactical bomber with sharply 
sweptback wings and powered by two 
turbo-jet engines. Both planes are of 
German design. 

The rocket fighter, according to 
Jane’s, stems in conception from Ger- 
man wartime projects such as the 
Messerschmidt 163 and other Russian 
postwar prototypes. It is a single seat 
monoplane “of conventional layout” 
and wens by a German-developed 
Walther bifuel liquid rocket motor. 
The high-speed tactical bomber’s two 
engines are each capable of 11,000 
pounds static thrust. It is armed with 
four 23-millimeter guns. 

Jane’s also said the Reds have de- 
veloped a twin jet MIG-9 swept-wing 
fighter equipped with radar—presum- 
ably for all-weather fighting. Jane’s 
reported that the Soviet Union now 
has 360 factories producing aircraft 
engines and airframes. It added that 
the Reds have expanded the industry 
into central Russia and the East and 
are also using some of the aircraft 
industries of the satellite countries. 


DISPLAY RELICS FROM OLDEST 
SETTLEMENT IN ISRAEL 
BEERSHEBA, Israel (EP) — The 
Beersheba Museum is currently exhib- 
iting the finds from a settlement de- 
scribed as the oldest ever found in the 
country by its discoverer, Jean Perrot. 
It probably existed in the Chalcolithic 
Age (about 4,000 B.C.E.). The youn 
French archaeologist first detecte 
signs of a settlement on a hill about 
a mile from the Beersheba municipal 
centre a little over a year ago. His 
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finds indicate that the ancient settlers 
dug their homes into the unusually 
firm loess soil of the vicinity. Ap- 
parently about one hundred people 
lived in the hill in little round houses 
connected with each other by tunnels. 

The Beersheba museum exhibit in- 
cludes various delicate basalt vessels. 
A set of three conic basalt basins ac- 
curately fit into each other. A conic 
basalt cup stands on intertwined feet 
and is nearly half a meter high. In 
one of the cave dwellings Mr. Perrot 
uncovered a remarkable fireplace. Set 
into the centre of its mud floor is a 
pavement of large pebbles, arranged 
as a square. Each stone still bears a 
mark in indelible red color. The entire 
fireplace has been removed to the 
Beersheba Museum. Maze heads, evi- 
dently made by the inhabitants from 
Wadi Arava copper, as well as intri- 
cately designed bone ornaments, are 
likewise exhibited. Below the floors of 
the houses are silos in which were 
found calcinated stores of grain, grape 
seeds, and beans. One of the houses 
had been used for the smelting of cop- 


per. 
The settlement existed, said Mr. 
Perrot, for approximately 150 years. 
Then there is a gap in Beersheba’s 
history of 1,000-2,000 years. Mr. Perrot 
is directing the exploration of these 
diggings for the French National Cen- 
tre of Scientific Research, with the 
assistance of Israel’s Department of 
Antiquities and the municipality of 
Beersheba. He has spotted signs of 
= such communities on nearby 
Ss. 


PEOPLE SPEND TWICE AS MUCH 
FOR LIQUOR AS FOR CHURCH 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minnesota (EP) — 
The American people are spending 
twice as much per minute for liquor 
as they are for religious, charitable, 
and educational institutions. This was 
one of the findings reported here by 
the family economics bureau of North- 
western National Life Insurance Com- 
pany. During 1953, according to the 


bureau, the American people contrib- 
uted $8,500 a minute in religious, 
charitable, and educational donations, 
and spent $17,000 a minute for alco- 
holic beverages. 

Other national per-minute expendi- 
tures by the American people last 
year were: 

Federal taxes, $135,000 

State and local taxes, $38,000 
National defense, $85,000 
Foreign aid, $11,000. 

The bureau calculated American in- 
come at $600,000 a minute. 


NOTES FROM THE NEWS 

The Vatican Radio said that Laven- 
try P. Beria, Soviet police head, asked 
for a copy of the Bible before his exe- 
cution December 23. The broadcast at- 
tributed the report to Vienna dis- 
patches. 


Test Pilot Scott Crossfield has flown 
1,327 miles per hour in a rocket-pow- 
ered plane to become the first man 
ever to fly at twice the speed of sound. 
The flight was made over the Edwards 
air force base, California. This is a 
speed of 22.13 miles in five seconds. 
At this speed, one could leave New 
York at 8:00 am., ES.T., fly two 
hours, and land at Los Angeles at 7:00 
a.m. P.S.T. 


Hopes for more freedom for Protes- 
tant missions in Colombia were shat- 
tered recently when the Colombian 
government issued an order that all 
“foreign” churches must be closed ex- 
cept in restricted areas. The order 
gave as reason a previous agreement 
which it said Colombia had made with 
the Vatican in Rome. 


Chicago’s famous Pacific Garden 
mission, which is now in its 77th year, 
reports that in 1952-53 it served more 
than 99,000 meals, had 29,000 over- 
night guests, with some 7,000 persons 
professing conversion. Many of the 
mission’s converts are of the Skid Row 
element. The staff now has 40 full- 
time members.

about the Christian religion from an educational and 
historical standpoint, and will come to hear it preached 
just to become more learned: in it and better acquainted 
with the English language. We should take advantage of 
this God-sent situation to present to them the full gospel 
Church of God way. But, as the Great Apostle said, “Not 
with enticing words of man’s wisdom, but in demonstra- 
tion of the Spirit and of power: that their faith should 
not stand in the wisdom of men, but in the power of 
God.” The real gospel, really preached red-hot, will al- 
ways win to itself adherents, for it is “the power of God 
unto salvation.” Now is the time to reach them with the 
glorious and wonderful truths of the crucified, risen, and 
soon-coming One, “who is the blessed and only potentate, 
the King of kings and Lord of lords.” 

The Heils are doing a very good job under the circum- 
stances. Their chief difficulty, as is true with all other 
missionaries, is in learning the language. But they are 
making good progress in it, better than many others with 


the same aimount, or more, of study. It is one of the 
hardest languages (some say the hardest) to master. So 
it is easy to see that a good part of their time must be 
spent in language study. But despite this fact, they have 
built a nice home in which to live, which is essential, be- 
cause rent is so very high. When you build a house in 
Japan, with all the difficulties involved concerning labor 
and materials, you can say you have done a real job. 
They have also purchased a lot to build a church and 
hope to begin construction in the near future. They have 
a good Sunday School going, with 61 in attendance the 
day I was with them. They could organize others if they 
had the workers. 

The Heils are well liked by the other Pentecostal people 
who are operating in Japan. They are cooperating with 
other churches, yet remaining true to the commission, 
doctrine, and practices of the Church of God. If this is 
continued, it will build a real lasting foundation for our 
Church. We were invited to some of the leading Pente- 
costal ministers’ homes and enjoyed Christian fellowship 
and some very delicious meals. An invitation was extend- 
ed to me to speak at the largest Pentecostal church, but 
I had to leave before the scheduled date. 

It is my humble opinion that this fine consecrated 
couple will do a work that will be lasting and, also, a 
credit to the Church of God. Their earnest request is that 
more missionaries will soon be sent to help them in their 
work. Methinks I can hear thousands of good loyal 
Church of God Christians saying, “By the grace of God 
we will send others to strengthen the hands of the Heils 
and to invade more territory in this idolatrous and 
heathenish-worshiping country.” God grant that it shall 
be so, and soon, for the shadows of night are falling, and 
the end is just ahead. God help us that the end does not 
come and catch us with only two missionaries in Japan.
